SEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 


SUBJECT: Visit to Harvard University 


1, On Friday, 3 October, and Saturday, 4 October, I visited 
Harvard University Graduate School of Business Adrninistration 
Advanced Management Program (AMP) and the Progvam for 
Management Development (PMD). I attended classes and conferred 
with faculty and administrative officials of both programs. Ials 
took the opportunity to follow up with Dean Van Gorder (AMP) his 
previous agreement to accept candidates from CIA for all AMP 

' offerings. 


Bs ean Van Gorder explained that the circumstances causing 
Harverd to defer acceptance of the Agency casididate last February 
were unfortunate and that he hoped to have an Agency slot for all 
future AMP courses, including the new surcnmar offerings -- two 
six-week sessions extending into eee summer, He asked that the 
Agency nominate a candidate for the summer session without prejudice 
to our participation in the regular fall and spring sessions. I told 
him I would discuss this matter with the Executive Director and the 
Director of Training and respond shortly. [Note: Agency nominees 
for AMP clearly should be scheduled for or involved in key management 
assignments in the Agency and include division and office heads, 
Assistant Deputy Directors, etc. I we relax on the level of c: ganiiates.

3. Ialso spent an hour with Dean Woodford Flowers, Administrative 
Director of the PMD program in which the Agency has two par asa. 
Flowers was highly compli-. antary of Agency people and expressed 
the hope that we would provide two for each PMD session, He went 
into great depth outlining the course coverage and Iam convinced the 
Agency would do well to have our on-coming executives enrolled in all 
PMD offerings 


4, I found ovr participants fully involved and constructively 
contributing to beth courses, I took the occasion to invite representatives 
of the PMD to spend a weekend at my place in New Hampshire which provided 
an informal erie Coca in which to respond to questions about Agency work.
